Few meat foods are more popular 
than those that comprise meat pro- 
ducts that obtained from the hog car 
cass — mouth-watering ham, bacon, 
pork sausage, spare ribs and roast 
loin of pork. Good food, full of nour- 
ishment — strength building — delici- 
ous to the taste, yet [am sorry to say 
a very common food that under cer- 
tain conditions, or might I say, be- 
cause of certain conditions, can be a 
serious health menace to those who 
eat pork products, 


Trichinosis is a disease that is large- 
ly peculiar to hog. Its transmission 
and incident infection to human be- 
ings is very clearly emphasized in a 
report by the Committee on Public 
Health Relations, made by the New 
York Academy of Medicine published 
by the Federal Security Agency, Pub- 
lic Health Service and Division of 
Public Health Methods, all of whom 
are Government agencies. 


Coming right down to “brass tacks” 
on this exhaustive report, the most up- 
setting fact was developed by what 
is known as necroscopic examinations 
of 5,313 individuals in 37 states and 
the District of Columbia. This study 
was made over a period of years and 
revealed the astounding fact that 16.1 
per cent of the total number of pa- 
tients ha trichinnous infection, That 
means that more than 16 out of every 
hundred patients carefully examined 
showed “positive”. Other tests in- 
volving 3,000 hospital patients over 
a Widespread area, showed a slightly 
higher “positive”, namely 
16.7 per 


per cent 


100, 


There is another angle to this trans 
missable disease from hogs and pork 
products that is quite alarming to all 
of us: a large part of these patients 
had their MIS diagnosed by 
their medical advisor. Some of these 
cases were diagnosed as the LaGrippe 
nephritis, rheumatic fever, gastronitis, 
food poisoning, acute sinusitis, ete.

the consumption of pork products, for 
certainly they represent much of your 
business, but before you get through 
reading this article you will learn that 
the locker plant is in a particularly 
favorable position to PREVENT any 
infection to any of its patrons by the 
transmission of trichniosis in any 
pork they process for the patron, 


The passing of 
the locker 


In explanation of 
swine the Merck Maunal of Diagnosis 
and Therapy, one of the best-known 
manuals of medicine published in this 
country, in its eighth edition says that 
this disease is principally contracted 
by eating pork that is infected and is 
caused by taking into the stomach the 
larvae from such infected pork. It is 
a tiny worm. It imbeds itself to the 
bowel mucous and the extent of its 
presence is confirmed by the state- 
ment that about 17 cent of the 
adult population of country is 
said to be infected.

chinosis is quoted at 5 per cent. There 
is much more in this fine reference 
book on the subject, both in diagnosis 
and therapy, but the facts as stated 
give you a pretty good idea of what 
trichinosis really is, 

The infection and presence of this 
disease in hogs has at many times 
affected our foreign trade, principally 
in European countries — France in 
particular only accepts fresh pork pro- 
ducts for import that HAVE BEEN 
FROZEN. , 

About 70 per cent of all the pork 
products consumed in this country 
are certified by the Federal Meat In- 
Y spection division of the Agriculture 
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Department, This certificate reads: 
“U.S. Inspected and Passed”, 


This means that such products have 
been inspected in the regular routine 
of inspection of all meat so inspected, 
but it does not necessarily mean that 
it is free of trichinae. So this is no 
insurance even under BAT inspection 
that there are no trichinae present, 

One of the principle causes of this 
disease in hogs is the feeding of wn- 
cooked garbage or other food that con 
tain infected meat scraps or in fact 
many kinds of swill and garbage. It 
appears that the heating of all pork 
cuts to 187 degrees F. will destroy 
trichinae. However, this means that 
if a pork roast is cooked at customary 
temperatures the 137 degrees F. MUST 
BE THROUGHOUT the entire roast. 
This likewise applies to all pork cuts. 


These facts must call to mind the 
efforts of the writer in a great many 
articles urging that the inedible offal 
be COOKED, partly because of the 
monetary recovery to be derived from 
such cooking and rendering but also 
because when this cooked product 
from slaughter is cooked under steam 
pressure the meat scraps and soup or 
“stick” makes a perfect ration for 
hogs when mixed with grain. And 
please bear in mind that it is a safe 
ration and one that cannot give the 
hog trichinosis, 

There is another thing that I have 
learned from the research that was 
necessary to pass this information on 
to you in a simple manner, and that 
is that freezing fresh pork products 
in the manner and for the time most 
locker plants subject this product } 
another SURE way to kill any tri- 
chinae that may be present. 

This is something that should be 
passed on to your customers — it is 
a fact that their quick-frozen pork is 
absolute insurance that they run no 
risk of contracting trichinosis, but it 
should always be emphasized that all 
fresh pork products should be cooked 
to an inside temperature of 137 de- 
grees F. This is just an added pre- 
caution to the already described ad- 
vantage of quick freezing. 

It is also recommended that sub- 
jecting fresh pork to curing as in hams 
and bacon destroys the trichinae and 
on top of it all the locker plant has, if 
it furnishes its patrons with smoked 
products at recommended tempera- 
tures in the smokehouse, the added 
advantage of a heat treatment that 
takes all the chance out of contamina- 
tion by trichinae. 

Through this interesting research 
on a disease that causes 5 per cent 
mortality of the total affected 17 per 
cent of all adults in this country, we 
are told that when fresh pork is fro- 
zen at zero degrees (and most locker 
plants freeze at a much lower temp- 
erature) and if the meat is then stored 
for 48 hours at zero degrees all tri- 
chinae present are destoyed. 

So it appears that the locker opera; 
tor really has something to present in 
its proper light to his patrons 

Convenietice, economy, and service 
are of the utmost importance but you 
can add to that, insurance against 
this dread disease of trichinae. Fel- 
lows, you really have something here 
and certainly you should make use 
of it, not only for your own benefit 
but as a contribution of your locker 
plant for the safeguarding of the pub- 
lic health. 

You have seen from the facts sub- 
mitted in this article that trichinosis 
is a serious problem in public health, 
because of its appreciable mortality 
among the actually recognized cases 
and also because of such a widespread 
invasion of this disease which is not 
easily discovered in ordinary diagnosis 
and treatment. 

There is a lot of truth in the old 
adage that “an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure” and nothing 
can be truer than this qunce of pre- 
vention in the control of as tricky @ 
disease as trichinosis. Advt,
